It was . y 
CLARK'S opinion that if such charges had been brought against BINGER, they ' 
probably would have been brought before the Hew York Board of Education, 

- the Hew Tork County Vertical Association, or the Hew York Academy of Physicians, 
CIARK suggested that the above three would be, sources who may have information 
concerning any such charges. CLARK na3 also of the opinion that BIMIER wa3 a 
member of all three of the above-named associations. 



Breed further stated that STANLEY COBB, Chief of the Psychiatric •* 
Service, Vas^achusetts General Hospital, advised at the time of the interview/ 
that he has been personally acquainted with BIHGER since 1903 and had at- ; 
tended Harvard Vedical School with BIHGER. COBB 8 tated that he had no 
knowledge of any charges having been preferred against BIHGER. He also stated 
that he had never discussed with BIHGER any book which was the origin of 
charges brought against BIHGER. It was COBB'S opinion that if such facts 
were so he would probably have had some knowledge of them because of his close, 
association with BIHGER. COBB remarked that there was a remote possibility 
that BIHGER may be criticized for the dissemination of information to the 
laity which should have been confined to professional circles. This was not 
further elaborated upon. -
